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Enquiry Must Be Broadened 


The murder of 2'4-year-old David 
Conrad in the Caroline, Alberta, farm home 
into which he was legally adopted only last 
January raises certain urgent questions 
about child adoption proceedings in this 
province which demand the early resump- 
tion of the child welfare investigation and a 
substantial broadening, if necessary, in the 


terms of reference. 


It appears to have been established 
that little David Conrad was never a ward 
of the government and that his adoption 
was consummated, not through the child 
welfare branch, but through the district 


court in Calgary. 


If that is the case, it is pertinent to en- 
quire what a district court was thinking 
of to place an infant child in a home des- 
cribed as little better than a granary, un- 
heated in the child’s bedroom except by a 
stovepipe and with only one layer of out- 
side board between the inmates and the 


weather, 


It is pertinent to enquire what slipshod 
carelessness was responsible for placing a 
baby in such a home where tempers or men- 
talities were so illy balanced that the child, 
some two months later, was beaten to death 


with a leather strap. 


The child welfare enquiry was com- 
menced August 13, 1947. It sat five days in 
November, thirteen days in December, 
eleven days in January, fourteen days in 
February and two days in March after 
which it was adjourned. 

A total of 45 days has been devoted 
to taking evidence, during which time some 


vital information must have been disclosed.

domination, Wallace is capable of 
remarking that he doesn’t “know 
about Communism—I never read 
Communist literature,” and then 
reading it on the air as a speech 
by Henry Wallace. 

Henry Wallace is not a Red but 
the consummate red herring on 
the American Communist trail. 
Paired with Glen Taylor, another 
man of general good will, foggy 
intellect, and almost illimitable 
ignorance, the grass roots, banjo-

Asks For New 
Constitution 


Editor, Bulletin. —Ever since 
the provinces of Quebec and On- 
tario have refused to enter into 
an agreement with the Federal 
government in respect to taxa- 
tion, we have had sporadic out- 
bursts of reciprocal name-call- 
ing. 

Under the Act of 1867, all the 
Dominion had to pay to the orig- 
inal provinces, was as follows: 
yearly, for the support of their 
governments and _ legislatures, 
$80,000.00 to Ontario, $70,000.00 to 
Quebec, $60,000.00 to Nova Sco- 
tia, $50,000.00 to New Brunswick, 
and an annual grant in aid of 
each province to .80c per head of 
the population, as ascertained by 
the proper census. Note the law, 
which is still the law today: 
“Such grant shall be in full set- 
tlement of all future demands on 
Canada,” ‘ 

There was a revision of these 
yearly payments for the support 
of the governments and legisla- 
tures, in 1907, and the principle 
of automatic increase in relation 
to growth of population was in- 
corporated. 

The provinces claim—and just- 
ly so—that it is still inadequate,

Further striking indication of 
this trend comes from a speech 
delivered before the German 
State legislature in the British 
zone by Gen, Sir Brian Robert- 
son, the military governor. Speak- 
ing with the personal approval 
of Foreign Secretary Bevin of 
Britain, Sir Brian said: 

“Come forward determined to 
make the best of that larger port 
of young country which is on the 
right side of the iron curtain, 
Make up your minds to stand 
against these gentlemen who, with 
democracy on their lips and 
truncheons behind their backs, 
would filch your German free- 
dom from you.” 

Sir Brian didn't mention Com- 
munists specifically but there's 
no doubt that he was talking 
about them and was advising the 
Germans to reconcile themselves 
to losing Russian occupied East- 


ern Germany, together with their 
capital, at least for the time 
being. 

The inability to reconstitute the 
country with Berlin as the capi- 
tal is a major tragedy to the peo- 
ple, not only for sentimental rea- 
sons but because it is one of the 
world's greatest cities and is the 
hub of European rail transport. 

If the Western Allies decide to 
combine their three zones, the 
new Germany will have a popula- 
tion of about 43,600,000 as against 
some 20,732,000 in the Russian 
zone. And because of the split, 
there will have to be a sweeping 
and arduous readjustment of the 
economy of both sections. 

The Russian zone contains Ger- 
many's best farmlands, and in 
pre-war days the rest of the coun- 
try drew on it heavily for food- 
stuffs. Western Germany also im- 
ported huge quantities of food 
from Eastern Europe and the 
Balkans—a source from which 
the west may long be cut off 

On the other hand, the three 
western zones contain the bulk 
of Germany's iron ore and coal, 
a circumstance which has made 
them a great steel-producing area,

body politic of Canada can be 
solved in a manner which will 
quieten disputes for all times to 
come: let the people of the pro- 
vinces of Canada call a Constitu- 
ent Assembly; let the Consituent 
Assembly resolve this and all 
other multifarious problems 
which confront us today, includ- 
ing provincial, inter - provincial 
and Dominion-provincial rel a- 
tions Let the Constituent As- 
sembly write a constitution for 
Canada,

One young traveller attempted 
to swing the conversation around 
to international politics, but the 
old hands steered it right back 
to the important question of the

PRISON IMPROVEMENTS ARE SOUGHT 


Education Vital Weapon 
In War Against Crime 


Educate to defeat crime. 

Not only educate the prison- 
ers but also the public. 

This was the essence of an ad- 
dress Thursday by Joseph Mc- 
Culley, deputy commissioner of 
penitentiaries was addressing a 
large meeting in Edmonton pub- 
lic library regarding the forma- 
tion of a John Howard Society 
here. Such a society would play 
a large part in the re-establish- 
ment of released prisoners from 
Penal institutions. 

He spoke of contemplated im- 
provements in federal peniten- 
tiaries and also stressed the im- 
portance of organizations to do 
“follow up’ work with inmates on 
their release. 

He said there must be an im- 
provement in the attitude of the 
public toward released convicts. 
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“Just because a man has been 
in a penal institution once, twice, 
or even three times there is no 
need for him to be counted out 
forever,” Mr. McCulley ‘stated. 

He said the government has 
started to institute academic, 
elementary and vocational courses 
for prisoners in federal penal in- 
stitutions, 

The chief trouble now, he said, - 
is in, increasing the facilities to 
cope with the prisoners’ enthusi- 
asm toward the courses. 

It is the aim of the penal 
officers to begin segregation of 
types of criminals and keep the 
incorrigibles separate from others. 

It is also contemplated, he said, 
to form special imstitutions to 
deal with sex offenders and drug 
addicts. 


The latest thing adopted by the 
government is correct training 
of penal institute officers. 

The Canadian Legion, through 
the department of veterans’ af- 
fairs, has been supplying veter- 
ans in penitentiaries with study 
courses, and that service, he said, 
is now being extended to includ 
others. . 

In his introduction of the 
speaker Mayor Harry Ainlay said 
a man had come to him with a 
problem following his release 
from prison—“on account of his 
prison record he had lost four 
jobs.” 

“Because a man makes a mis- 
take he should mot be continually 
kicked in the face,” stated the 
mayor.

He made it clear the immediate 
purpose of taking the secrecy 
label off the papers was to meet 
congressional criticism and seek 
te disprove any idea that secret 
wartime agreements still assure 
Russia of a supply of American 
goods. 

The Russians thus received in 
general less than they asked be- 
cause the goods were not available 
or could not be delivered. Their

Popular German Dish 


BERLIN, April 9.—(Reuters)—Necessity rather than 
preference has made “Irish stew” the most popular dish in 


Germany today. 
But few people from the 


“Emerald Isle’—and there are 


some hundreds among the occupation forces in the German 


capital—would recognize the German version of their na~ 


tional dish. 
“Frau housewife,” with 


ordinary ingredients of the everyday ration go further, 
evolved a method of producing something which, if it is not | 


exactly like the Irish original, is every bit as wholesome. 


Typical 


| tween an unrationed and ayrationed 


country, this stew contains many 
things that would be discarded as 
waste in a more fortunate land. 


Everything goes into its making 
bones, vegetable stock, odd bits 
of savory food, and all scraps left 
over from a previous meal. 


The result is that most German 
households always have a cauldron 
of delicious broth which is prob- 
ably a good deal more nourishing 
than the “ministrone” soup which 
costs 50 cents in a smart Dublin 
restaurant. 


Where luckier housewives throw 
away the water in which vegetables 
have been boiled, the Germans put 
it into a stock pot and use it again 
to boil something else. 


“CULINARY DOLDRUMS” 


The Germans manage to produce, 
too, many more dishes that would 
put the Irish to shame. The short- 
age of foods is, of course, acute; 
but straitened circumstances have 
led to a general reformation which 
has brought to an end what the 
Berlin housewife laughingly refers 
to as “culinary doldrums.” 

Although almost totally deprived 
of such luxuries as eggs and bacon, 
the Germans still find enough ma- 
terial to produce many varied 
dishes from their meagre rations. 

But “Irish stew” remains their 
favorite dish. 


The vegetable content of this is| 
so boiled, not in plain tap water, | 


but in stock. If tomatoes are avail- 
able, they are made into a puree 
and poured on top of the vegetables, 
If no tomatoes are available, ketch- 
up is used. 

Sugar is then added, followed by |

A reader says, “It seems to me | 
that the temperature of a lipstick 
when applied is very important.

A. What you say is very true, 
In cold weather the lipstick may 
be too firm to go on smoothly, 
On the other hand, if it is drip- 
ping, you haven't a chance.

A. The first factor is you are 
about forty pounds overweight.

However, 
I suggest that you have a physical 
examination to determine whe- 
ther or not your overweight is 
due to a glandular deficiency or 
just too much food and too little 
exercise. The great amount of 
overweight suggests the former. 
If you have a glandular defici- 
ency you could exercise all day 
long and diet far more than is 
good for you, and still remain 
near your present poundage. You 
need certain foods for health. I 
think you should see a doctor and 
turn yourself over to him for 
supervision in dieting, Of course, 
it is possible that your too many 
pounds may come from the habit 
of stuffing yourself on candy and 
pies and cakes and heavenly 
flips—but I doubt it.

Cash Income 


Of Farmers 
Sets Record 


OTTAWA, April 9—(CP)—In 
spite of continued rise in farm 
operating expenses, net income of 
Canadian farmers from farm opera- 
tions last year reached a total of 
$1,259,711,000—the highest figure 
since 1938, the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics said in a statement 
Thursday. 


The figure compares with the re-! 
vised estimate for 1946 of $1,160,- 
755,000 and the revised figure for 
1944 of $1,242,718,000, the previous 
high record. 

Farm cash income also establish- 
ed an all-time high record of $1,- 
990,619,000 as against $1,752,682,000 
in the preceding year. Further in- 
creases in the value of home-con- 
sumed farm produce were also 
}noted. While the value of farm- 
|held year-end inventories of live- 
stock and grains declined $100,111,- 
000, it failed to offset gains in cash 
income and income in kind, the 
latter rising from $300,557,000 in 
1946 to $323,465,000. As a result, 
gross income for 1947 also set a rec- 
ord, aggregating $2,213,973,000 com- 
pared with $2,012,015,000 in 1946. 

Farm operating expenses in 1947 
continued the upward climb which) 
became quite noticeable in 1946, | 
From $866,210,000 in 1946 this item 
rose to $965,838,000 in 1947, a gain 
of approximately 11 per cent. 

Compared with 1946, the greatest 
absolute gain in provincial net in- 
come occurred in Saskatchewan, 
while on a percentage basis, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, with gains 
of 19.6 and 19.3 per cent, respective- 
ly, were in the lead.
